The Saxon thane or knight built 


n more pretentious "hall." a larpe upon 
room like the Korain atrium with a 
lofty . roof, thatched or covered with 
slates or wooden shingles, lu the cen- 
ter of tbe hard clay floor burned great 
Qrei of dry wood whose thin acrid 
emoke .escaped from openings in the 
roof, above the hearth or by tbe doors, 
windows and openings under the eaves 
of the thntcb 


By day the "hearthsmcn" and vis- 


itors when not working or lighting cat 
on long benches on either side of the 
fire and, as John Hay puts It, "calmly 
drlnked and Jawed" or. gathering at 
long boards placed on trestles, regal- 
ed themselves on some sort of porridge 
with fish and milk or meat and ale. 


At night straw or rushes spread on 


the floor formed beds for the entire 
company in Ihe earlier and ruder days, 
when the "baser sort" were glad to 
share their straw with tbe cows.— 
Charles WInslow nail in .National 
Magazine.

PEOPLE LIVE-IN THE CAFES. 


When They Do Get Into Their Housei 


Their Principal Occupation Is Look- 
ing Out of the Windows—The Mar- 
riage Customs of Greece. 


Homo life In Greece', particularly In 


Albcns, Is peculiar. It might almost 
be said that there Is no such thliitf. 
In Mr. Duekott Kerrlmnu's book en 
"Greece and tho Greeks" Iho a-uiniors 
and customs of the picturesque Hel- 
lenes, which ore little known to the 
»ver«ge English reader, are described 
at length. 
Sir. Ferrlinan states that 


tue Greeks do not know anything 
sbout the art of making a home. 


"One ma/ meet with exquisite clean- 


liness," he writes, "with beautifully 
embroidered bed linen scented with 
rosemary, but never wltb what wov 


niean by cozlness. Tho Greeks are far 
less In their houses than wo arc, and 
when they, aro at borne they appear to 
spend most of their time In looking 
out of the vlndow. They are not given 
to Inviting their friends to .their 
houses. It .Is not that they aro nig- 
gardly,' for they will gladly entertain 
you at a restaurant at far greater cost 
to themselves. But it docs not enter 
Into their Jdeas to nsk you home to 
dinner, even after an acquaintance of 
uiony years. 


"They do riot ask each other, so it 


can ^hardly be expected that-, they 
should make an exception -in tho case 
of foreigners. 
The cafe Is a second 


homo to .them: 
There they .meet 


friends ani gossip. That Is one reason 
perhaps why. they dislike country life, 


"It offers no alternative to tho home; 


there the hearth Is tbe social center, 
while In town It la the cafe. In Athens 
those who do not own the house th'ey 
dwell In seldom'remain long In tho 
game abode. Two or three years Is 
quite a long .tenure. 
Many people 


make appoint of moving every year. - • 


'•The 'imposing facades of' Athenian 


houses conceal, for the most part, a 
bare and comfortless Interior/ and a 
well kept "garden'!* rare. A garden is 
not made in;a year,'and a person who 
changes . his* residence every twelve 
months docs not want to be troubled • 
with much furniture, nor Is ho par- 
ticular as to Its arrangement, seeing 
that It will b« carted away In a few 
months.

Ordinarily a brick mason 
makes 


elsbteeu different sets of motions In 
laying a Single brick, He bends over,' 
In the first place, to pick iip one brick, 
and In lining It he lifts ten pounds of 
brkk and about a hundred pounds of 
brick ui.ison-the upper part of bis 
own body. In laying 1.000 bricks In n 
day's work he lifts 100.000 pounds of 
brick „ mason. This was an obvious 
waste of labor. So a common laborer 
was hired to put tho bricks where tbo 
masons would not have to stoop for 
them. Another thing is that whej a 
mason picks up a huiidiuude brick, 
which Is always a little thicker at one 
eldc than on the other, he tosses the 
brick up, turning It over until bis 
touch tells.him which side Is Ihe top 
before he pu'ts It In place In the wall. 
The cure for this was to have all tbe 
bricks piled lop up before they were 
brought lo the masons. Then, further, 
every one has seen the mason top his 
brick several times to settle It Into the 
mortar—more waste of time. The cure 
was to miiko the mortar thinner, so 
that the weight of the brick would set- 
tle It Into the right position: This was 
scientific management, "motion study." 
It raised the day's work,for tbe aver- 
age brick mason from 1.000 up to 2.700 
bricks n day and Iri Individual cases to 
much-higher figures.. The mason made 
only six motions where he used to 
make eighteen.—American Review of 
Hevlcws.

In the presence of this gas the name 
of the safety lamp becomes pointed, 
and as the gas grows stronger (he 
flame seems to separate from the wick 
and an almost invisible blue cono 
forms beneath It. If the miner con- 
tinues to (Hlvance.iuto the white damp 
he will pass through a line in which 
thero are nine parts of air to one part 
gas (the explosive mixture), and the 
lamp will Instantly register this ex- 
plosive condition by n sudden crack- 
ling Inside the gauze and the extin- 
guishing of tho name. Were it an open 
lamp the explosion Ignited by Ibs 
flame would sweep throughout tho en- 
tiro workings, carrying death and de- 
struction before It, but. by (ho con- 
struction of the safety lamp the ex- 
plosion confines, itself to the limited 
area wlthln'the gauze cones, and un- 
less the lamp is moved'suddenly and 
th'e flame is dragged through tho gauze 
at tho Instant that the explosion oc- 
curs within the globe it will not ex- 
tend b'syond the gauze.—Atlantic.

Hisses In Legislature Over Memorial 


to Ex-President 


Concord, X. H., Feb. 23.—Hisses 


were mingled v>llh applause In the 
house of representatives as Franklin 
Pierce, the only son of New Hampshire 
who ever became'President of the 
United States, was denounced as "a 
traitor to his country."

result of the report of the committee 
on public Improvements upon a bill 
to appropriate 125,000 for the erec- 
tion of a statue to Pierce In tbe state 
house grounds. The majority report 
favored It.

adopted the minority report by a vote 
of 144 to 129, and the bill was sent to 
the committee on appropriations.
